Coast o f Jisia.— W e have lain in the mouth of the 
Dardanelles sixteen mortal days, wailing for a wind.— 
Like Don Juan, (vvlio passed here on his way to Con­ 
stantinople.) 
“Another time we might have liked to see ’em, 
But now are not mucii pleased with Cape Sigamm.” 
•An occasional trip with the boats to the wmtering-places, 
a Turkish bath and a stroll in the bazaar of the town 
behind the castle, gazing with a glass at the tombs of 
Aj.tx and Achilles, and the long, undulating shores of 
Asia, eating often and sleeping much, are the only ap- 
plicances to our philosophy. 
One cannot always he 
thmking of Hero and Leander, though he lie in tlie Hel­ 
lespont. 
A merchiint brig from Smyrna is anchored j«st astern 
o f us, waiting like ourselves for this eternal north-east­ 
er to blovT itself out 
She has forty or fifty passeugCTs 
for Constanlinopie, among whom are the wife of an 
American merchant, (a Creek lady,) and Mr Schauf- 
fler, a missionary, in whom I recognized a quondam 
fellow student. 
They were nearly starved on board 
the brig, ac .she was provisioned hut for a fow day.«, 
and the commodore lias courteously ollered them a pas­ 
sage in the frigate. 
Fifty or sixty sail lie below Ca.stle 
Furope, in the same predicament. 
With the “ cap of 
King Krricus,” this cruising, pleasant as it is, would he 
a thought pleasanter to my fancy.
